The proposed amendments will not be entered because the proposed 
amendments to claims 1 , 4 and 5, and new claims 62-64 introduce new 112, first 
paragraph issues of enablement and written description. The specification teaches the 
in vitro inhibition of expression and tumor cell growth following administration of SEQ ID 
Nos: 1-3, 5, 6, 8-12. The specification also teaches the inhibition of tumor growth in 
vivo in mice following systemic administration of SEQ ID NO: 2. It is unclear, however, 
without undue experimentation, which sequences other than SEQ ID NO: 2 inhibit tumor 
growth in vivo. The specification also teaches a reduction in metastases in mice 
following administration of metastatic cells previously transfected in vitro with SEQ ID 
NO: 2 and antisense oligonucleotide GT1361 1 . This is not correlative or representative, 
however, of the ability to prevent metastases in vivo comprising the administration of 
antisense oligonucleotides to tumor cells in vivo. Therefore, the instantly proposed 
amendments will not be entered because they introduce new considerations under 1 12, 
first paragraph and they do not simplify or materially reduce issues.
